As  requested,  the 
collection  of  statistics  required  for  the  1983  Biennial  Report  is  now 
scheduled  to  take  place  in  September. 

Statistics  on  receipts,  acquisitions,  and  record  maintenance  should  be  kept 
for  September  1-30,  1983. 

Statistics  on  patron  use  and  reference  assistance  should  follow  the  schedule 
below: 

Monday,  August  29,  1983 
Tuesday,   September  6,  1983 
Wednesday,   September  14,  1983 
Thursday,  September  22,  1983 
Friday,  September  30,  1983 

If  your  library  is  closed  during  a  period  when  the  survey  schedule  is  in 
effect,  use  your  judgment  and  survey  for  the  same  period  of  time  when  the 
library  is  open. 

We  realize  that  the  schedule  will  still  be  inconvenient  for  some  libraries 
but  there  is  no  period  in  the  year  which  will  be  ideal  for  everyone.

As  usual,   there  will  be  6  weeks  to  answer  the  questionnaire.

As  mentioned  in  Administrative  Notes,  Vol.4,  no. 6,  May  1983,  GPO  has  been 
investigating  various  methods  for  local  SuDoc  number  assignment.     We  received 
an  excellent  suggestion  from  Paul  Thurston,  Detroit  Public  Library,  which  we 
have  decided  to  implement.     Briefly,  this  involves  setting  aside  a  group  of 
numbers  attached  to  the  General  publications  classes  throughout  the  scheme. 
To  our  knowledge,  GPO  has  never  used  these  numbers,  and  this  policy  should 
not  result  in  any  conflict.     GPO  will  agree  never  to  use  these  numbers  so 
that  librarians,  may  feel  free  to  assign  them  as  they  wish. 

POLICY  FOR  LOCAL  SUDOC  NUMBER  ASSIGNMENT 

GPO  reserves  the  following  numbers  for  local  use  only: 

After  General  pubs,  classes  ending  in  . 2  or  2  the  numbers  /2-/9  will  be 
reserved. 

e.g.  A  1.2:  General  publications 

A  1.2/2-9:  Reserved  (local  use  only) 

After  General  pubs,  classes  ending  in  1 2  the  numbers  -2  to  -9  will  be 
reserved. 

e.g.  Y  3.Ap  4/2:  Reports  and  publications 

Y  3.Ap  4/2-2-9:  Reserved  (local  use  only)
